Last  Friday  afternoon,  Nap  Doh- 
erty held  the  first  scrimmage  of  the 
year  for  his  cagers.  As  usual  at 
this  stage  of  the  season,  the  offense 
was  far  ahead  of  the  defense.- 


The  game  ended  with  a 1-0  score, 
but  this  time  it  was  Loyola  on  top. 
Left  Halfback  Mike  Elliot  hammered 
the  goal  from  twenty-five  feet  out 
with  fifteen  minutes  remaining  in  the 
game.  The  Hound  defense  held  the 
Jays  scoreless  for  the  rest  of  the 
contest  to  preserve  Loyola’s  first 
victory  of  the  season. 

Last  week  the  Hound  harriers 
met  the  Morgan  Bears  in  a thrilling 
practice  meet.  Rick  Frampton, 
pressed  by  Morgan's  Perry,  broke 
his  own  course  record  by  25  seconds 
with  a phenomenal  15:52.  Perry, 
who  led  until  the  last  350  yards, 
also  cracked  the  course  record  by  15 
seconds.

Loyola’s  ROTC  shooters  posted 
their  second  straight  wit;  this  past 
Friday  by  beating  the  visiting  How- 
ard University  by  a scant  four  points, 
1363  to  1359.  This  was  Howard’s 
first  defeat  while  Loyola  hasn’t  lost 
yet. 

Paul  Schlick  with  277  and  Dennis 
Homberg  with  276  led  the  team. 
Other  scorers  were  Norman  Wil- 
liams (274),  Nathan  Tinanoff  (268), 
and  James  Giley  (268).  Both  Paul 
and  Denny  will  have  their  names 
engraved  on  the  “275  Club”  plaque 
which  is  on  display  in  the  rifle  range, 
for  shooting  275  or  more  in  a single 
match.

I have  been  informed  that  some 
of  the  Student  Council  members  did 
discuss  the  Millbrook  parking  mo- 
tion with  their  constituents  before 
passage  of  that  resolution.  To  these 
members,  who  have  been  accused  of 
not  doing  their  duty,  apologies  are 
in  order,  and  I make  them  publicly 
at  this  time.  But  I still  maintain 
what  I said  about  the  deterious 
effects  of  low  caliber  resolutions 
on  the  effectiveness  of  the  Council 
as  a governing  body. 

There  definitely  exists  a problem 
about  the  resolutions  of  the  coun- 
cil, but  I will  repeat  that  they 
are  not  completely  to  blame.  Many 
of  the  difficulties  which  the  members 
have  faced  this  year  were  brought 
on  through  some  faults  existing 
in  the  student  body  itself.  They 
seem  to  abuse  any  and  all  of  the 
privileges  which  are  granted  to 
them.  This  fact  may  be  respon- 
sible for  the  Administration’s  lack 
of  respect  for  the  Council. 

Therefore,  I should  like  to  make 
several  suggestions: 

1.  Have  the  student  council  post  a 
copy  of  their  agenda  for  the  follow- 
ing meeting  in  prominent  places, 
not  the  Xavier  lounge  bulletin  board, 
but  in  the  Library  building  and  the 
Student  Center  every  week  at  a 
specific  time,  which  time  should 
give  the  students  ap  opportunity  to 
contact  their  representatives  before 
the  council  meetings. 

2.  Have  the  council  also  post  a copy 
of  the  minutes  of  the  previous  week’s 
meeting  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  place  as  the  agenda. 

And  to  the  student  body,  I make 
the  following  appeals: 

1.  Take  an  interest  in  the  affairs 
of  the  student  council.  They  are 
your  business  (sic).  They  affect 
your  interests  (sic). 

2.  If  the  council  heeds  my  sugges- 
tions take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  keep  informed. 

3.  See  your  representatives  before 
the  council  meetings  each  week  and 
express  your  opinions  on  student  af- 
fairs and  the  reason  for  these  opin- 
ions. The  council  can  best  serve 
you  if,  and  only  if,  you  let  them 
know  what  you  think  and  why.

Slawski  Sez 


Baltimore  is  the  capital  of  Mary- 
land, or  at  least  a not  inconsider- 
able number  of  people  believe  it  is. 
Of-  course  we  college  men  know  that 
Annapolis  is  the  capital  of  our  fair 
state.  But  all  to  few  really  appre- 
ciate the  beauty  and  historic  value 
of  our  capital.  This  city  is  one  of 
the  most  validly  historical  spots  on 
the  eastern  seabord.  Its  buildings 
are  older  and  more  authentic  than 
Williamsburg.  Not  very  many  people 
appreciate  this  value. 

To  remedy  this  lack  of  appre- 
ciation, Historic  Annapolis  has  been 
formed.  All  during  the  month  of 
October,  this  group  has  been  spon- 
soring lectures  and  tours  which 
were  designated  to  bring  out  the  his- 
toric value  of  Annapolis  (not  to  men- 
tion the  economic  value). 

Alley  Cat 

The  final  activity  of  the  month 
was  a play  by  Thomas  Sherdan  of 
Smack  Alley.  The  title  of  this  en- 
deavor was  “The  Brave  Irishman 
or  Captain  O’ Blunder.”  In  the  mod- 
ern mind  blunder  might  be  a more 
apt  name.  However,  the  value  of  the 


performance  was  not  its  dramatic 
merit,  but  the  fact  that  the  show  was 
presented  as  it  was  in  the  colonies. 
This  made  it  well  worth  the  price 
of  admission. 

The  play  was  performed  in  exact 
duplication  of  the  manner  of  the  pre- 
sentations prevalent  in  the  1770’ s. 
The  sets  were  changed  before  the 
audience — their  simplicity  was 
startling.  The  acting  technique  was 
far  from  polished.  Actors  often 
openly  addressed  the  audience  com- 
pletely ignoring  the  other  members 
of  the  cast.  They  had  no  regard  for 
modes  de  theatre’  which  are  con- 
sidered de  regeur  today. 

Simple  Blunder 

The  part  of  Capt.  O’ Blunder  was 
something  less  than  Miller  or  Wil- 
liams; the  direction  was  not  Kazan 
or  Catalbo;  the  acting  was  not  Barry- 
more or  Fairbanks.  However  it  is 
American.  It  is  part  of  our  rela- 
tively short  history.  It  is  xaucaus, 
unpolished  but  enjoyable.  The  stark 
simplicity  of  the  frontierbard  is 
easily  discernable  in  the  front  tiers 
of  American  theatre.  E.  J.  S.
